THOSE ASSUMPTIONS ARE BASED ON THE IMPRESSIVE PRINARY VICTORIES 

OF DEMOCRATIC FRONT RUNNER JIMIY CARTER AND REPUDLICAN PARTY 
CHALLENGER RONALD REAGAN DURING THE PAST WEEK, CARTER'S UPSET 
VICTORY IN THE STATE OF PENHSYLVANIA FORCED HIS CHIEF 
COMPETITOR FOR THE NOMINATION -- SENATOR HENRY JACKSON -- 
TO END HIS ACTIVE CAMPAIGNING AND THE SPILL-OVER FROM THAT 
TRIMUMPH ALLOWED MISTER CARTER TO COHE TO TEXAS AND WITH ONLY 
THO DAYS OF IN-STATE CAMPAIGNING DEMOLISH A STRONGLY ORGANIZED 
EGFORT DY TEXAS SENATOR LLOYO CEtSON. 

MISTER CARTER WON ALHOST ALL OF THE STATE'S HINETY-EIGHT 


DELEGATES TO THE JULY NONIMATIN'G CONVENTION, 
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REPUBLICAN RONALD RCAGAU'S tii CVEN PRESIDE:T FORD IN TEXAS 
WAS JUST AS DEVASTATING. HE TOOX ALL NINETY-SIX REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTION DELEGATES. HIS ATTACKS ON WHAT MISTER REAGAN CLAINS ARE 
WEAK FOREIGN POLICIES OF THE FORD ADIIINISTRATION WERE EXPECTED 
TO BRING HIM VICTORY IN COHSCRVATIVE-MINDED TEXAS BUT NOT TO THE 
EXTENT THAT THEY DID.

HIS CONSERVATIVE POLICIES COULD BRING HIM VICTORIES IN THE 
STATES OF ALADAMA, AND GEORGIA ON TUESDAY BUT IN THE WAKE OF 
SATURDAY'S TEXAS REPUBLICAN PRITIARY RETURNS, MOST ANALYSTS WILL 
BE WATCHING THE CONTEST SET'i5'; PRESIDENT FORD AND MISTER REAGAN 
IN THE STATE OF INDIAHA WHERE THE PRESIDENT IS THOUGHT TO HAVE 

A SLIGHT EDGE IN POPULARITY.
